Chicago, Oct. 4.—Col. R. E. A. Crof­ 
ton, commander of the Fifteenth In­ 
fantry at Fort Sheridan, narrowly es­ 
caped death, or at least a severe wound, 
at the hands of Lieut. S. S. Pague, of 
Co. F, Fifteenth Infantry, yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 
The lieutenant fired three 
shots at the commander of Fort Sheri­ 
dan. One passed through a loose hole 
of his overcoat, just over the right 
groin, the second cut off a button over 
the left side of the abdomen, and the 
third passed close to the body. 
Lieut. Pague a few minutes before 
had escaped from the hospital, where 
he had been undergoing treatm ent foi 
mental trouble, occasioned, it is said, 
by overindulgence in liquor.

FULL MILLION LOST 
IN A GREAT FIRE 


RHODE ISLAND GOTTON MILLS 
SW EPT BY FLAMES. 


Factories and Warehouses In Ruins— 
Sixteen Hundred Operatives Thrown 
Out of Employment—Mills Will Be 
Rebuilt at Once—The Insurance 
Amounts to About $1,050 000. 


W arren, R. I., Oct. 4.—One of the 
largest fires that has ever occurred in 
Southeastern New England broke out 
in one of the three mills of the W ar­ 
ren Manufacturing company, situated 
about an eighth of a mile from the cen-

Japan W ill Build Its Own Ships. 
San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 4.—Private 
advices received by the

steamer, which came in Tuesday, show 
that reports of contracts for warships 
given by Japan to the Cramp and the 
Union Iron Works of 
San Francisco 
were without foundation. Several Jap­ 
anese leaders read extracts from Amer­ 
ican papers showing defects in the new 
American cruisers, and they 
argued 
that it would be folly to have such ships 
built foil Japan. They also brought for­ 
ward the argument that

should be done to encourage home in­ 
dustry.

words “Protestant Episcopal Church of 
the United States,” which is the legal 
title. This amendment was voted down 
by 82 yeas to 222 nays. 
The morning prayers were conducted 
by Bishop Kendrick 
of New Mexico 
and Rev. Dr. Powers of central Penn­ 
sylvania, after which the deputies set 
tied down to business. Rev. Dr. Mor­ 
gan Dix, the president, read a long list 
of standing committees.

greetings to the Northern Minnesota 
conference, now in session in this city, 
was at first tabled, but afterward taken 
from the table and passed. 
The order of the day, which w'as the 
consideration of the revised constitu­ 
tion and canons, being In order, it was 
resolved, after considerable discussion, 
that this report of the committee he 
considered by articles and sections, 
and that, after the recess, they join in 
the welcome to the archbishop and bish­ 
ops, together with the clerical and lay 
representatives of the Canadian church. 
The report of the work of the past 
three years, prepared by Bishop Wil­ 
liams*, of Connecticut, was read by Rev. 
Dr. Millspaugh. 
The report of the commission on con­ 
stitution revision was then taken up, 
Dean E. A. Hoffman of New York tak­ 
ing the floor in its defense. After some 
debate, in which ex-Senator Edmunds 
of Vermont was a participant, the re­ 
port was referred to the committee of 
the whole by the close vote of 135 to 
130. James Packard was called to the 
chairmanship of the committee of the 
whole and Dean Hoffman 
began the 
reading of the declaration preceding 
the constitution. 
Alluding to the creation of the com­ 
mission and the causes which led up 
to it, Dean Hoffman said that he and 
his co-laborers had been called upon 
to perform a gigantic duty. They had 
worked hard and conscientiously, and 
had acquitted themselves to the best of 
their ability. 
“The church,” said he, “has outgrown 
its present constitution, and there are 
many things suggested in the commis­ 
sion’s report which should be adopted. 
As to the canons, some of them con­ 
tradict the constitution and many of 
them 
contradict 
themselves.” 
The 
house then went into committee of the 
■whole to consider the report. 
At the appointed hour of noon the re­ 
ception of Canadian prelates was held. 
The House of Deputies were on the 
revision all afternoon and little pro­ 
gress was made. 
The entire declara­ 
tion at the beginning of their report was 
knocked out by the House. 
This was

commission. 
The second one was the 
restoring of the old name of the body, 
which meets every three years.

revision commission wanted to change

Loss of Vessels Reaches Fifty. 
London, Oct. 4. — Much additional 
wreckage has been washed ashore in 
the vicinity of Ilfracombe, on the north 
coast of Devonshire, and it is thought 
that several vessels foundered in the 
Bristol Channel during the recent gale. 
This would make the number of craft 
of various descriptions lost over fifty, 
and may considerably increase the loss 
of life previously estimated at twenty- 
four.

W ithin an hour after the 
blaze was discovered the flames were 
roaring through three mills. The mag­ 
nitude of the fire at once became ap­ 
parent to the local department, and 
help was immediately summoned from 
Bristol, Fall River, and 
Providence. 
An engine from Bristol, one from Fall 
River, and two steamers, two 
hose 
carts, and three companies from Provi­ 
dence responded, arriving on special 
trains. 
The scene when these out of 
town companies arrived was appalling. 
The whole of the southern part of the 
little town seemed 
to 
be a roaring 
mass of flames, threatening not only 
the tenement-houses, but even endan­ 
gering the business part of the town 
some distance off. 
Almost immediately after the add! 
tional force had set to work the water 
supply began to give out, and the com­ 
bined 
department worked 
under 
heavy disadvantage. 
At 10:30 o’clock warehouses contain­ 
ing $400,000 worth of cotton caught, and 
in a few moments were a roaring fur­ 
nace. 
The flames jumped from these 
buildings to the lumber yard of R. A 
Martin, and his entire stock was food 
for the fire. Before l l o’clock the walls 
of two of the mills fell in and the dwell­ 
ing houses occupied by the operatives 
also caught fire, so that it seemed to 
be spreading in two directions. 
By most persistent and arduous ef­ 
forts, however, the firemen gained con 
trol of the conflagration at midnight 
but all that was left of the big factor 
ies, warehouse and tenements was 
blazing pile of ruins. The entire con 
tents of the plant were destroyed, with 
the exception of fifty bales of cotton 
from the warehouses, which, after tak­ 
ing fire, dropped into the water and 
were carried 
blazing down the bay. 
Several persons in the crowd of specta­ 
tors were injured by flying bricks, but 
none were seriously hurt. 
The losses are estimated as follows: 
Warehouses and factories, $800,000; ma­ 
terial, $300,000; lumber yard, $15,000; 
tenements, $10,000; total, $1,125,000. 
The W arren Manufacturing Company 
is one of the largest cotton manufactur­ 
ing corporations in the country. John 
W aterman, of Warren, is the principal 
owner, and W arren and Providence peo­ 
ple are the heaviest stockholders. The 
three mills destroyed were each 700 
feet long and contained 87,000 spindles. 
Sixteen hundred operatives were em­ 
ployed. 
The insurance amounts to $1,050,000, 
divided as follows: On mills, 850,000; 
on raw cotton and completed sheetings, 
$100,000 and on dwellings of operatives, 
$100,000. As this insurance is in a mu­ 
tual company of mill owners in many 
states each will be called upon to pay 
a proportionate share. 


Secretary of State Sends a Flat Notice 
to Great Britain That the United 
States Will Insist on Arbitration 
—Letter 
Sent 
To Ambassador 


New York, Oct. 4.—The Washington 
special to the Herald 
says: 
“The 
great international question of the hour 
is the Venezuelan boundary line dispute. 
Secretary Olney has 
prepared a dis­ 
patch to Embassador Bayard which 
will soon bring the m atter to an issue. 
The dispatch is of a most positive and 
unequivocal character. As soon as it 
shall be placed before the British gov­ 
ernment it will raise an issue which 
can be settled only by the retreat of 
one or the other government. 
‘The stand taken by 
the United 
States in this dispatch is one which in­ 
volves the oldest and most sacred tra­ 
ditions of the government—an enforce­ 
ment of the Monroe doctrine. Secre­ 
tary Olney’s dispatch is in substance a 
declaration in the most positive lan­ 
guage that the United States will never 
consent to British occupation of the 
disputed territory in Venezuela unless 
that nation’s rights thereto is first de­ 
termined by arbitration.”

San Francisco, Cal., Oct.4.—The trial 
of Theodore Durrant was replete with 
sensations yesterday. Henry J. McCoy, 
general secretary of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, who was cited 
for contempt last Monday for telling 
Juror Truman that if he did not hang 
Durrant the people would hang him, 
was fined $250, with the alternative of 
five days in the county jail. During the 
cross-examination of a witness sum­ 
moned by the defense, the prosecution 
developed the fact that a student at 
Cooper Medical College who did not at­ 
tend the lecture delivered by Dr. Che­ 
ney on the afternoon of April 3, was 
recorded present in the roll-call book. 
This testimony is of the greatest im­ 
portance to the prosecution, as it shows 
the unreliability of the roll-call book, 
in w'hich Durrant was recorded pres­ 
ent on the afternoon when Blanche La­ 
mont was murdered. 


Be?. Mr, H ins haw Says He Has Nothing 


to Confess. 
Danville, Ind., Oct. 4.—A report was 
circulated here yesterday that Rev. Mr. 
Hinshaw would confess, but in an inter­ 
view he said he had nothing to confess. 
“I am innocent and that is all there is 
of it.” He looks terribly broken up. He 
seemed dazed, as if he could not realize 
the situation. 
Attorneys Duncan and 
Smith came out from Indianapolis and 
had a long talk with the attorneys here 
and Hinshaw’s family. Mr. Smith says 
he can tell nothing about what they will 
do as yet. There is a widely circulated 
report, which the lawyers will not con­ 
tradict, that the best detectives in the 
country are hot on the trail of the men 
at Sheridan, who are thought to be the 
real murderers. It is said that if they 
are successful the men will be brought 
to justice in a few weeks. The defense 
has not filed any motion for a new trial 
yet, and they are thought to be waiting 
for the outcome of the search.

Catholics Close Their M eeting at W ash­ 


ington w ith a Procession. 
W ashington, Oct. 4.—The Eucharis­ 
tic congress of the Catholic 
Church 
completed its session last night with a 
precession,led by Cardinal Gibbons and 
including most of the archbishops, bish­ 
ops and dignitaries of the American 
hierarchy, through the Catholic Uni­ 
versity grounds to the steps of McMa­ 
hon Hall, where the Cardinal pronounced 
benediction. Prior to the procession the 
business of the congress was concluded 
by the passage of a resolution embody­ 
ing the results accomplished. 
A sig­ 
nificant feature of the resolution was 
its strong statement in favor of Sun­ 
day observance, as a practical means 
of sanctifying the holy eucharist. The 
resolutions also reaffirm full adherence 
to the declarations of the third ecu­ 
menical conference at Baltimore on the 
Sunday question, the chief point in th e 
declaration being that saloons should be 
closed on Sunday. 
Archbishop Corri­ 
gan of New York and other high pre­ 
lates were on the platform when this 
resolution was read and unanimously 
adopted. Cardinal Gibbons and Arch­ 
bishops Ryan and Kain, constituting a 
committee to direct the funds for In­ 
dian and negro mission work, concluded 
their sessions. A member of the com­ 
mittee was authority for the statem ent 
that the sessions were confined to a con­ 
sideration of the needs of the several 
mission schools. After working all day 
.the apportionment was completed. 


Anti-Prize Figh tin g B ill In Law. 
Austin, Texas, Oct. 4.—The senate 
yesterday concurred in a few minor 
house amendments to its bill prevent­ 
ing prize fighting, and the bill was sent 
to the governor in the afternoon. The 
balance of the special session was de­ 
voted to matters of special Interest sug­ 
gested by the governor.

Forest Fires in Kentucky.

Hereafter 
Janesville Employes Will 
Get Their Money In the Form Of 
Chicago Drafts—The New Scheme 
Is Cheaper 
and Safer 
For 
the 
Company* 


No longer will the glad annouce- 
ment that “ the pay car is here,” cheer 
the employes of the C. A N. road once 
each month. 
The pay car isn’t coming to Janes­ 
ville any more. 
Never again w ill the gold pieces 
with which the men were usually 
paid, jingle in their pockets. 
The road hasn’t failed, and neither 
has 
payment been suspended, but 
hereafter the men will 
get their 
money 
in 
the form of 
Chicago 
drafts. 
The new rule has just been 
made, the order reaching Janesville 
last night. 
Ever since the first fireman tossed 
the first stick of wood into the fire­ 
box of the first engine, the pay car 
has been one of the features of the C. 
& N. W. company’s system of doing 
business. 
Once each month it has 
oome skimming into Janesville, “run­ 
ning wild” and possessed of the right 
of way. 
S alaries P a id in Cash. 
It was a compact yellow car, and 
but for the barred windows, the dis­ 
play cf 
firearms and the frowning 
watchman, it might be taken for the 
ordinary baggage car. 
But it wasn’t. 
It carried a freight that would buy a 
whole train: for each employe got his 
salary for the month in actual cash, 
and as a general thing, largely in 
gold. 
When the pay car left Chicago 
no one knew how much money it 
would have aboard. 
At each station 
the employes passed in in regular or­ 
der, their names 
were called and

ferer is put into a steam box, and after 
some moments of profuse perspiration 
the surface of the body is scraped with 
a sharp steel instrument, by means of 
which whatever impurities are thrown 
out may be taken from the pores. This, 
with the blood examination, is thought 
by some practitioners to afford all of 
the assistance necessary in determining 
the nature of the most obscure diseases. 
Of course, there are what may be called 
uew diseases, aud this method will en­ 
able the .skilled microscopist to detect 
them and study their genesis and treat­ 
ment.—New York Ledger.
